PAIGNS IN GERMAifY AND HOLLAND. 

HEW- Nursing Home for Officers, situated at Highbuij' 
Park, London, N^ was recently opened by Mrs. General 
Booth. Inbis introduction of Mrs. Boothj Commissiijner 
Higgins described it a.s "a place of healing and the blessing 
of Cod— a home not only, for the regaining of physical 
Strength, but the renewing of spiritual strength and deepening of the 
inner Jifc," Brigadier Aike Hall is to be in charge of the Home, 

The previous ■week Mrs. Booth addressed ffreai crowds i n jh& 
Circus Biisch, Berlin (Germany). 

"Mrs. Booth," says the British "War Cry," took holdj'witli both 
handb,' of the mixed multitudes before her, who had nothing in com- 
mon but their unbroken, tense, almost breathless attention they gave 
to the truths she so earnestly and with such recurring force pressed ■ 
upon tbeni, like the s-n-eep of the waves of an incoming tide. 

The Penitent-fonn results were splendid, 137 seekers beinfi re- 
corJed.^Two liLtle boys— twins— were led out by a Junior In uniform. 
Some men, so evidently new to The Army, if indeed they had ever 
been msiJe a place of worship before, not only sat all through the pro- 
ceedings with their hats on, but reached the Penitent-form before 
they removed them; one indeed was so dead in earnest and careless
